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NO ELECTION CAMPAIGN UNTIL AFTER EASTE tee 


It has been learned in Vienna that the Austrian Peopld 
party and the Socialist party, which until now have forméd 
the governing coalition, have decided to maintain an Haste 
truce in the country, even though elections for the ne 


Parliament are scheduled for May 13, 1956. They have agreed 


not to begin the election until after the Easter holidays. 
STATISTICS ON 7TH LEGISLATIVE PERIOD. As a result 
of the decision by Parliament to call for new elections, the 
Seventh Legislative Period of the Austrian Parliament 
lasted for only 3 years. During this period, the Lower House 
held a total of 95 plenary sessions. Committees and sub- 
committees appointed by the Lower House held 414 con- 
Sultative meetings. In the 3 years under consideration, 
Parliament approved 312 laws, which are now in force. The 
The total number of laws nassed by this body since the end 
of the war barely exceeds 1,000. During the now-concluded 
legislative period, denuties addressed 457 interpellations 
to members of the Federal Government and Parliament ap- 
proved a total of 61 treaties with other nations. The minutes 
for the sessions held during the three-year period cover near- 
ly 4,700 nages. The longest speech during the period lasted 
125 minutes, and was delivered by Chancellor Julius Raab in 
March 1955, when he renorted on Austria’s economic condi- 
tion. Deputy Grubhofer, in charge of reporting on the budget, 
spoke fromthe tribunal of the House on 35 occasions and was 
resnonsible forthe largest number of statements tothe House. 

The new elections decreed by Parliament will take place 
on May 13, 1956, at which time elections willalso be held 
for the provincial legislatures of Carinthia and Burgenland. 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT PARTICIPATING IN ATOMIC 
AGENCY. Minister of Finance Kamitz reported to the Cabinet 
recently on the establishment of an Austrian Study Agency 
for Atomic Energy. He indicated that a determining role by 
the Federal Government in the unit was called for, although 
for the time being Austria is merely planning to carry out 
a reactor project, for which budgetary funds as well as 
allocations from ERP and the Austrian economy are to be 
made available. The first task of the study unit will be to 
select the appronriate reactor for Austria. The Federal 
Government has decided to participate in the organization 
to the extent of 51%. Its initial capital stock will amount to 
approximately $300,000.

RAAB INSPECTS TROOP BARRACKS IN PROVINCES. 
In the company of members of the Defense Committee of 
Parliament and General Liebitzki, Head of the Office for 
National Defense, Chancellor Julius Raab recently made 
an inspection of barracks, airfields and army training schools 
in the provinces of Lower Austria, Upper Austria and Salz- 
burg. On this occasion, the weapons and equipment turned 
over to the Austrian Federal Army by the former occupation 
forces were shown for the first time. 


FEDERAL ARMY UNITS AID AREAS AFFECTED BY COLD 
WEATHER CATASTROPHES. Units of the new Federal 
Army were assigned to aid and rescue duties during the re- 
cent spell of Arctic cold and the subsequent floods. Blast- 
ing activities carried out by units based in Linz made it 
possible to eliminate the danger of accumulations of ice on 
the Danube. The same units distinguished themselves by 
their services in connection with the evacuations which 
became necessary as a result of floods caused by the Danube 
in Upper Austria. Military units in Styria were likewise 
assigned to flood rescue work and to the safeguarding of 
bridges and highways. 


U.S. LEADING PARTNER IN AUSTRIAN FOREIGN TRADE. 
At a recent conference on exports held in Vienna and attend- 
ed by all Austrian trade delegates in the countries of North 
and Central America, it was reported that Austrian trade 
with these countries in 1955 had increased both absolutely 
and relatively as compared with 1954. Exports to them re- 
presented a value of more than 40 million dollars, or nearly 
6% of Austria’s total export trade. Imports from the same 
areas, in the amount of 106 million dollars, accounted for 
almost 12% of all Austrian imports. The United States was by 
far the most important partner in both the import and the 
export trade under consideration. 
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EMPLOYMENT EXCEEDS 2 MILLION DESPITE WINTER 
SEASON. As of March 1, 1956, 2,001,586 workers in Austria 
were registered for health insurance. This figure is 56,547 
higher than that for the comparable period of the previous 
year. 


NEW INCREASE IN COAL PRODUCTION. According to an 
announcement by the National Mining Authority, domestic 
coal production in February amounted to 573,430 tons, or 
an increase of 3.57% (19,764 tons) above the February 1955 
figure of 553,666 tons. A total of 1,175,284tons was mined 
during January and February, 1956, as against 1,136,400 
tons during the same period last year. 

LUMBER IS MOST IMPORTANT RAW MATERIAL IN AUS- 
TRIAN EXPORT TRADE. Lumber is one of the greatest 
assets in Austria’s economy, occupying first place in the 
country’s list of exports. In 1955, exports of lumber and 
products manufactured from wood represented a total value 
of approximately 230 million dollars, or 32.2% of Austria’s 
exports. Because of the great importance of lumber to the 
national economy, the Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry 
has been carrying out a systematic survey of Austria’s 
forest resources during recent years. On the basis of the 
data obtained, the country’s total forest areasis about 8.15 
million acres, 6.67 million of which are used purely for 
economic exploitation, the remainder representing forest 
areas in the high Alpine regions, which are useful only to 
a limited degree. Annual exploitation was found to amount 
to approximately 300 million cubic feet. The exceeding 
of this figure during recent years was only a temporary 
phenomenon. For the future, it is planned to carry out a 
number of measures designed to normalize the lumber situa- 
tion and increase production. Among the steps envisaged 
are the thinning out of certain forests, afforestation, com- 
batting the misuse of lumber and ensuring proper distribu- 
tion of the various types of lumber to industry. 

During 1955, the paper industry produced about 400,000 
tons of paper, 400,000 tons of cellulose, 150,000 tons of 
lignin and 85,000 tons of cardboard. 

AUSTRIAN SMOKERS DEMAND MILDER CIGARETTES. 
According to a recent statement by Dr. Richard Wlasak, 
General Director of the Austrian Tobacco Company, smokers 
in Austria are showing a pronounced preference for milder 
tobacco products. For example, ‘‘Smart’’ cigarettes, a mild 
brand — with a 1.4% nicotine content — recently introduced 
by the Austrian Tobacco Company are already selling at the 
rate of more than 30 million per month. In this brand, approx- 
imately 40% of the nicotine content is contained in the 
smoke and about one-third of it is retained by the filter. 
In order to comply even more fully with the desire for milder 
tobacco products, the Austrian Tobacco Company will 
shortly introduce a still milder product to be called 
**Favorit,’’ with a nicotine content of only 0.5%, 40% of which 
will be contained in the smoke, a third of this being filtered. 

In 1955, the Austrian Tobacco Comnany earned approx- 
imately 85 million dollars. They sold approximately 7 billion 
cigarettes and 85 million cigars. The average price of 
Austrian cigarettes is exactly 1 cent and the cheapest 
variety costs 0.7 cents. 


TOURIST TRADE IN 1955 EARNS 80 MILLION DOLLARS 
IN FOREIGN EXCHANGE. Over andabove the earnings in 
domestic currency, Austria’s foreign exchange income from 
the tourist trade during 1955 was approximately 80 million 
dollars. Of some 13 million overnight accommodations, 
365,000 were paid for by United States tourists. The tourism 
promotion program during 1955 included the sending abroad 
of 243 tons of brochures and the printing of some 2 million 
prospectuses. At the present time, more than 5,000 hotels or 
inns — with a total of 152,000 beds — are available through- 
out Austria for the use of tourists. 


CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


DR. KARL BOEHM RESIGNS AS OPERA DIRECTOR. 
Dr. Karl Boehm, until recently Director of the Vienna State 
Opera, resigned his position a few days ago, after the break- 
down of negotiations with the Ministry of Education and the 
Federal Theater Administration on the subject of Herr 
Boehm’s further activities. The differences in opinion 
centered primarily on the interpretation of the contract 
between Dr. Boehm and the Ministry of Education, which 
has administrative control over the State Opera. The Minis- 
try insisted that the contract, which provides for Dr. Boehm’s 
presence in Vienna during seven months of the year, should 
be interpreted broadly in terms of his physical presence and 
artistic authority. For Dr. Boehm, on the other hand, con- 
siderations of health as well as definite views with respect 
to the limitation of his activity as opera director as against 
his activity as an international conductor were the dominant 
subjective factors. Consequently, by mutual agreement, 
Dr. Boehm’s contract was dissolved as of August 31, 1956. 
The Ministry of Education paid tribute to the historical 
services of Dr. Boehm in connection with the 1955 reopening 
of the Vienna State Opera and, at the same time, extended 
an invitation to him to make himself available as a conduc- 
tor of the Vienna Opera on a long-term basis and to the 
greatest extent possible. 

NEW STATISTICS ON CULTURAL ACTIVITIES. According 
to available statistics, in 1955 Austria’s 1,135 movie 
houses featured an attendance of 110 million (the total 
population of the country is approximately 7 million — Ed.). 
The Austrian city where movies are most popular is Linz, 
in Upper Austria, where the average per capita rate of 
attendance was 31 times per year. Next come Salzburg and 
Vienna with per capita figures of 30 each, Bregenz and 
Innsbruck with 28 each, Graz with 23 and Eisenstadt and 
Klagenfurt with 21 each. The annual per capita figures for 
theater attendance were as follows: 3.4 for Bregenz and 
Salzburg, 3.2 for Innsbruck and 1.6 for Vienna. The figures 
for attendance at concerts are still lower:0.75 for Bregenz, 
0.56 for Klagenfurt and 0.37 for Vienna. Last year, the 
average number of concert performances per inhabitant was 
only 0.15. The absolute annual figures for the national 
capital Vienna (population 1,700,000) are as follows: 48 
million visits to movie theaters, 2.67 million visits to 
theaters and 255,800 visits to concerts. 
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WALTER, MITROPOULOS AND STRAVINSKY TO CONDUCT 
IN VIENNA. As already known, 8runo Walter is planning to 
narticipate in this year’s Vienna Festival. Among other 
things, he will conduct a performance of Mozart’s Requiem 
at the main Musikverein auditorium. This concert, in which 
he will lead the Vienna Philharmonic, will open with Mozart’s 
G Minor Symphony. Dimitri Mitropoulos will come to Vienna 
after his appearances at the Salzburg Festival. He will 
conduct twice at the Vienna State Opera and lead a per- 
formance of Berlioz’ Reouiem at the Konzerthaus. On 
October 27, 1956, Igor Stravinsky will make his debut as 
a conductor at the Konzerthaus, directing his oratorio 
“‘Oedipus Rex’’ and parts of his opera ‘‘The Rake’s Progress.”’ 


1.1.E.-CONNECTED STUDENT EXCHANGE ACTIVITIES 
IN U.S. AND AUSTRIA, According to a recent announcement 
by the Institute of International Education (IIE), 71 Austrian 
students processed by that organization are residing in the 
United States during the current school year. Of these, 60 
are graduate students and 11 are undergraduates. Twenty of 
the Austrian students are winners of full U.S. Government 
grants, 29 of U.S. Government travel grants and 22 are 
extending their courses of study at American schools. 
Classified on the basis of their fields of major interest, 
20 are studying social sciences, 19 humanities, 12 agri- 
eulture, 6 physical and natural sciences, 5 education, 4 
engineering, 3 medical sciences and 2 business adminis- 
tration. During the same scholastic year, 96 IIF-connected 
American students are studying in Austria, 63 of them 
graduates and 33 undergraduates. Forty-eight have full 
U.S. Government grants, 35 are self-supporting, 9 are 
privately supported and 4 are winners of Austrian Government 
grants. Of the American students, 53 are studying German 
language and literature, 27 creative arts, 8 social sciences, 
4 physical and natural sciences and 4 are registered in 
other faculties. 


NEW YORK CITY BALLET TO APPEAR AT SALZBURG 


FESTIVAL. As in previous seasons, this year’s Salzburg 
Festival will include a number of ballet performances. It will 
feature a series of annearances by the ‘‘New York City 
Ballet,’’a group which, under the artistic direction of George 
Ballanchine and the musical leadership of Leon Barzin, 
has earned an outstanding reputation in recent years. The 
New York ensemble will give three performances consisting 
of two different programs at Salzburg and will open its 
series of appearances with a work of Mozart, in honor of the 
great Salzburg master. 


EXHIBITION OF AMERICAN WOODCUTS IN LINZ. The 
America House in Linz, Upper Austria, is currently featuring 
the first exhibition in Austria of contemporary American 
woodcuts. The objects on display are 40 woodcuts by 30 
different artists lent by the Museum of Modern Art in New 
York. Among the points noted by Austrian critics were the 
American preference for the large-scale woodcut, the achieve- 
ment of increased plastic effect by means of color differen- 
tiation and that the background of many of the artists, 
Far Eastern or European as the case may be, is strongly 
apparent in their works. 


FURTHER PLANS OF THE VIENNA OPERA. It has been 
announced in Vienna that Prof. Joseph Gielen is to be 
appointed Chief Stage Director of the Vienna State Opera. 
Under the arrangement he would be available to the Opera 
on a permanent basis and the Vienna Burgtheater for occa- 
sional productions. Joseph Witt will continue as First 
Stage Director and will also have charge of the Vienna 
Opera Studio. During the coming months, Directors Lindtberg, 
Rott, Rennert, Schuh, Strehler, Wieland Wagner and Waelter- 
lin will appear at the State Opera as guest directors. In 
addition to Dr. Karl Boehm, as guest conductor the company 
will have Rudolf Moralt and Heinrich Hollreiser as per- 
manent conductors. Among the internationally-known con- 
ductors who are expected to be engaged as guests are 
Cluytens, Karajan, Krips and Rossi. 

Among the forthcoming new productions of the Vienna 
State Opera are: ‘‘Josephslegende,’’ Tchaikowsky’s ‘‘Diver- 
timento,’’ ‘‘Don Carlos,’’ ‘‘Turandot’’ and ‘‘Pique Dame,’’ 
to be followed in April by ‘‘Elektra,’’ ‘‘Ariadne’’ and 
‘‘Simone Boccanegra.’’ Scheduled for May are ‘‘Alceste’’ 
and ‘‘Penelope’’ and for June, the world premiere of Frank 
Martin’s ‘‘Der Sturm.’’ The plans for the next season include 
productions of ‘‘Das Rheingold,’’ ‘‘Die Walkuere,’’ ‘‘Iphi- 
genie in Aulis’’ ‘‘Othello,’’ ‘‘Rigoletto,’’ ‘‘Carmen,’’ 
Orff’s ‘‘Trionfi’’ and Hindemith’s ‘‘Matthis der Maler.’’ 
The State Opera Company is also planning performances of 
‘‘Agamemnon muss sterben’’ and ‘‘Die Geschichte vom 
Soldaten’’ in the Vienna Redoutensaal. 

BELA BARTOK’S WORKS IN AUSTRIA. In commemoration 
of the 75th anniversary of the birth of Bela Bartok, the 
Hungarian composer who died in New York in 1945, an 
‘‘Austrian Bela Bartok Festival’’ was held from March 14-20. 
Most of the Festival activities took place in Vienna, Linz 
and Salzburg. In addition to special programs and lectures, 
the highlights of the celebration were a concert performance 
of Bartok’s opera ‘‘Bluebeard’s Castle’’ at the Konzerthaus 
and performances of the composer’s chamber music by the 
Tatrai Quartet. 

SUCCESSFUL U.S. CONCERT TOUR OF “VIENNA TRIO."’ 
The ‘‘Vienna Trio’’ (Otto Partmann, Eduard Mrazek and 
Robert Scheiwein) made a successful U.S. debut with a group 
of concerts in San Francisco. As a result of this favorable 
reception, negotiations are now in progress for a series of 
appearances in the eastern part of the country after com- 
pletion of subsequent engagements in San Francisco. 
SALZBURG UNIVERSITY TO AWARD VATICAN ACADEMIC 
DEGREES. By decree of the Vatican Congregation of Semi- 
naries and Studies, the Philosophical Institute of the Salz- 
burg Theological Faculty has been granted the right to 
award Roman academic degrees, including the licentiate, 
the baccalaureate and the doctorate. At the same time the 
Philosophical Institute was legally incorporated into the 
San Anselmo Benedictine University in Rome. The Salzburg 
Theological Faculty was founded by Archbishop Markus 
Sittikus in 1617 and a few years later became a full-fledged 
Benedictine University with three faculties. Of these, only 
the Theological Faculty, which is still under the direction 
of the Benedictines, has survived. The Philosophical 
Institute was formed as part of the Faculty in 1927.

“VACATIONS IN THE SADDLE"’ THROUGH CARINTHIA. 


The program of ‘‘Vacations in the Saddle’’ through the 
province of Carinthia, first introduced in the summer of 1955, 
have proved to be so popular among foreigners that it had 
to be substantially expanded forthe summer of 1956. Between 
May 7 and October 1, 1956, excursions on horseback, for 
periods of 10 to 12 days, will be carried out on a continuous 
basis along the following route: Klagenfurt — Klopeiner 
Lake — Bleiburg — Lippitzbach — St. Andrae — Wolfsberg — 
St. Leonhard — Guttaring — Burg Hochosterwitz — Klagenfurt. 
The program provides for visits to numerous places of 
interest in Carinthia, as well as a supply of first-class, 
carefully selected horses. 


AUSTRIAN MOUNTAIN CLIMBER SCALES HIGHEST ANDES 
PEAK. According to press reports, Matthias Rebitsch, 
an Austrian mountain climber, has reached the peak of 
‘‘Los Ojaos del Salado,’’ probably the highest mountain 
in the Andes range. The mountain is located in north-western 
Argentina, close to the Chilean border. One year ago, an 
expedition ascertained that this peak was approximately 
108 ft. higher than the ‘‘Aconcagua,’’ (22,835 ft.) pre- 
viously thought to be the highest mountain in South America. 
The last attempt to scale the peak was made by Rebitsch 
and Sergio Demicelj, an Argentinian, on February 2, 1956. 
Rebitsch declared that he cannot state with certainty that 
the ‘‘Los Ojaos del Salado’’ group is really the highest 
mountain in the Western Hemisphere, indicating that a 
definite answer to this question will be possible only on the 
basis of instrument tests. The members of the expedition 
to the Andes peak with Rebitsch included the Austrians 
Karl Moroschen and Jorg Heinzheimer, the Swedish couple 
Bolinder and the Argentinian Domicelj. The climb began on 
January 21, from the first camp of the group, located at an 
altitude of 13,615 ft. 


AUSTRIAN FILM INDUSTRY HAS AMBITIOUS SCHEDULE. 
Sascha-Lux Productions are currently filming the outdoor 
shots for the comedy ‘‘Luegen haben huebsche Beine’’ in the 
Alpine regions of Salzburg. For the coming season, Sascha 
is also preparing four Agfa-color films, one of which will be 
a free adaptation of Nestroy’s ‘‘Der Faerber und sein 
Zwillingsbruder,’’ to appear under the title ‘‘Der Manoever- 
zwilling’’. Thelast-named film will be directed by Hans Quest 
and feature Guenther Philip in the lead. This is to be 
followed by a film version of Gerhart Hauptmann’s ‘‘Fuhr- 
mann Henschel ,’’ based on a script to be prepared by Felix 
Luetzkendorf and directed by Joseph Baky. Nadja Tiller 
and Walter Richter will star. Another Sascha film being 
planned is ‘‘Kaiserjaeger,’’ based on a book by Kurt Nach- 
mann and making use of the famous ‘‘Kaiserjaeger’’ march. 
It will feature Adrian Hoven in the starring role. In colla- 
boration with the Lux Film Company, Sascha is preparing to 
film the comedy ‘‘Die unentschuldigte Stunde,’’ in which 
Rudolf Prack will be starred. Ernst Marischka and ERMA- 
Film have announced that work will begin in April on 
a big spectacular, based on Heuberger’s operetta ‘‘The 
Opera Ball.’? They are also preparing a second Agfa-color 
production for this summer. 

Cosmopoi will shortly begin the filming of Fritz Ek- 
hardt’s ‘‘Rendezvous in Wien,’’ which has been a great suc- 
cess at Vienna’s Theater in der Josefstadt. The same com- 
pany is also preparing outdoor shots in the Mediterranean 
for a picture ‘‘Fracht fuer Tunis.’’ 


The Schoenbrunn Film Company has five projects on its 
schedule. It will open this series with the military farce 
‘Thr Korporal,’’ which it is producing jointly with Lux-Film. 
This production, based on a story by Martin Costa, will be 
directed by E.W. Emo. This is to be followed by an Agfa- 
color production of ‘‘Ober, zahlen,’’ based on an idea of 
Paul Hoerbiger, by ‘‘Der Schandfleck,’’ taken from the 
Anzengruber book, by a submarine story entitled ‘‘Helden”, 
and by ‘‘Wir von der Donau,’’a story about the life of Danube 
sailors with Attila Hoerbiger in the main role. Alfred 
Stoeger Productions are continuing their successful series 
of film versions of Burgtheater and opera performances, since 
there is a great demand abroad for these quality films. At 
the present time the Burgtheater production of ‘‘Wilhelm 
Tell’’ is being filmed under the direction of Joseph Gielen. 
The Mundus-Film Company of Vienna will soon start work 
on the comedy ‘‘Ein tolles Hotel,’’ starring Theo Lingen. 

In April, Donau-Film will begin production of a western 
film with Austrian features, to be entitled ‘‘Rosemarie kommt 
aus Wildwest.’’ The season’s first remake will be Eduard 
Hoesch’s Agfa-color production of the ‘‘Mustergatte.’’ 
Neusser Productions are preparing a CinemaScope spectac- 
ular entitled ‘‘Stadt der Traeume,’’ to be directed by Franz 
Antel, while the Paula Wessely Productions, which began 
the season with the successful comedy ‘‘Liebe, die den 
Kopf verliert,’’ are working on a second film to appear this 
this summer, with Paula Wessely in the lead. 

The Austrian film industry is producing a total of 20 


films during the present season and will also collaborate 
with foreign film producers in a number of joint productions. 
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ANIMALS AS FILM ACTORS. An approach to an Austrian 
type of Walt Disney film is being attempted by the producers 
of ‘‘Das heilige Erbe’’ (The Sacred Heritage), on which 
work was started recently. The principal actors in the pic- 
ture will be animals, and the outdoor shots will be made in 
all parts of Austria, from the steppelands around Neusiedler 
Lake to the glaciers in high Alpine regions. The film is to 
be produced in ‘‘Superscope’’ for wide-screen presentation. 


AUSTRIAN FILM INDUSTRY MAKES RAPID STRIDES. 
The successful reconstruction of Austria’s film industry, 
which was in a very critical condition in 1945, is reflected 
in the fact that a total of 209 full-length feature films have 
been completed during the past 10 years. Most of the films 
were produced in Vienna studios. Last year was especially 
productive, with its 28 full-length features, more than half 
of which were shot in color. Of the above-mentioned 209 
pictures, 153 were individual productions by independent 
companies, 31 were joint productions with foreign companies, 
mainly German, and the remainder represent the combined 
efforts of domestic companies. The total for single-com- 
pany productions in 1955 was 14. 

FILM NEWS. The Sascha Film Company of Vienna is cur- 
rently preparing a new film entitied ‘‘Was kostet die Welt’’ 
(What Does the World Cost), based on an idea by Gunther 
Philipp. The story revolves around three young fliers — the 
crew of a plane. It is expected that these three roles will be 
played by Adrian Hoven, Karlheinz Boehm and Gunther 
Philipp himself. Production of the film will get under way 
this spring. 


U.S. PREMIERE OF ‘“‘THE LAST TEN DAYS.” The Amer- 
ican premiere of ‘“‘The Last Ten Days,’’ a film by Austria’s 
Cosmopol Productions, will take place at the World Theater 
in New York City on April 9, 1956. Based on a book by 
Erich Maria Remarque and directed by G.'V. Pabst, the film 
has won great acclaim in Europe. Based on authentic ma- 
terial concerning the final days of Adolf Hitler in his Berlin 
bunker, the film was shown at the beginning of the 1955 
Edinburgh Film Festival and was repeated at the end of that 
event at the request of the selection jury. 


FOREIGN FILMS FOR AUSTRIAN TY. Herbert Hauk, Pro- 
gram Director of the Austrian Television System, recently 
purchased 50 TV films from the European Television Com- 
pany (ETG) in Berlin for use on Austrian programs. Hauk is 
presently carrying on negotiations in Germany with a view 
to acquiring still other films for Austrian TV use. 


DECREASE IN DIVORCES. The most recent reports from 
the Central Statistics Office indicate that the number of 
divorces in Austria is showing a downward trend. From 1946 
to 1949, there was an average of 13,438 divorces annually, 
the 1948 figure of 14,162 representing a peak. From 1950 to 
1953, the yearly average was only 10,020. The present level 
of 9,417 means that for every 1,000 marriages there are ap- 
proximately six which end in divorce. This is | per thousand 
more than the average for 1920 to 1930. Approximately half 
of the divorces involve childless couples. Couples with 1 
child still account for 35% whereas in those with 3 children 
it is less than 1%. 
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
